NEW ORLEANS, Sept 
District Attorney Jim Garrison* 
on trial for ^bribery and con- 
spiracy, told the jury today that 
a spy for the Federal Govern- 
ment had been the "prime 
mover 1 * In putting together the 
conspiracy. 

Giving a summation before 
the jury in Federal District 
Court here, the district attorney 
said that the spy was "the es- 
sental factor, the manager, the 
prime mover/* 

"He Is a man brilliant enough 
to put together con spiracy 
where none existed/* Mr. Gar- 
rison said. 

The district attorney has 
been charged by United States 
Attorney Gallmghouse with 
bribery and conspiracy to pro- 
tect illegal pinball machine 
gambling. The trial is in its 
sixth week. Mr. Garrison is 
acting as his own defense at- 
torney. 

A key part of the Govern- 
ments case revolved around 
tape recordings that the gov- 
ernment informer, Pershing O. 
^Gervais, formerly Mr. Gar- 
risons chief investigator and 
friend, obtained with the help 
of Internal Revenue Service
